Peo ria Train No w Co nnecting Here 
Will Remain o n Its Pres­ 
ent Ro n. 


OFFICIALS DECIDE THE MATTER 


Only Way Co mpany Can Take Care 
o f Dix o n Passengers. 


The question as to whether the 
Northwestern would retain the Peoria 
way freight connections in this city 
was recently broached, but the Ster­ 
ling Gazette quiets the fears of Dixon 
people with the following explana­ 
tion: 
The Dixon m erchants do not need 
to be greatly worried over any at. 
tem pt of the Sterling merchants to 
remove the Dixon way freight from 
the Peoria road. 
No such an attem pt

made. The Northwestern, however, 
has decided to transfer all freight over 
the Peoria road a t Sterling. The way 
freight from Peoria to Dixon will set 
out all the freight cars at Nelson and 
will go to Dixon with the engine and 
caboose only, while the way freight 
will be picked up by another train and 
brought to Sterling.
